Dan Wickson, president of 
Communications, Energy and 
Paperworks Union of Canada 
Local 425-G, which repre¬ 
sents Vertis employees and 
has been at the company for 
27 years said the company is 
denying them their severance 
packages because the com¬ 
pany went bankrupt. 

“These employees were 
screwed by the company by 
not paying them what they 
were entitled to. The least 
they could have done was 
give the employees some dig¬ 
nity,” said MPP Kim Craitor.

In late 2012, Vertis had 
most of its assets acquired 
by Quad Graphics, a com¬ 
pany based out of the U.S. 

Employees knew of the 
acquisition, but none of 
them foresaw the plant 
being closed for good. It 
came as a total shock to the 
employees on the morning 
of Jan. 16, and in 48 hours 
the plant was closed. 

Fort Erie mayor Doug 
Martin spent about an hour 
at Vertis Friday morning to 
offer some support to the 
employees. 

“They feel that they were 
misled by the company," 
said Martin. 

As far as severance pay 
goes, Wickson said that 
they told them their laws 
don't apply in Canada. 

"If they paid us sever¬ 
ance and termination pay 
we wouldn't be standing 
out here today. We just 
want what is ours,” he 

Vertis employed 112 
unionized staff as well as 
salaried staff. In total, 
about 130 people were out 

tion pay and our last pay 
cheque. The severance and 
termination pay works out 
to $2.3 million for all the 
employees,” he said. 


“The executives that ran 
the plant into the ground 
received $4.9 million to 
walk away,” said Wickson. 

"I question the legality 
behind that. There are laws 
in place and employers 
have a responsibility to 
employees to pay them a 
severance upon closing 
down,” said Martin. 

The former employees of 
Vertis haven’t received any 
communication from the 
people in the U.S., and nei¬ 
ther has Martin. 

"Right now they’re going 
through the courts in the 
States about their bank¬ 
ruptcy. They play differ¬ 
ently in the States," said 
Wickson. 

Products that were typi¬ 
cally made at the 
Stevensville plant, will now 
be produced in the U.S. 
and imported back into 
Canada. 

The closure of the 
Stevensville plant is anoth¬ 
er big blow for the Fort Erie 
area. With more than 100 
people out of work now, 
former employees are 
questioning what to do. 
Many of them have been 
with the company so long, 
it’s all they really know. 

Though Martin said the 
area will no doubt feel the 
affects of this closer, the 
town will remain focused 
on finding a tenant for that 
building and getting it

It appears the composi¬ 
tion of the Fort Erie 
Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation 
(EDTC) is in the hands of 
council. 

After Coun. Don Lubberts 
said he will not support the 
EDTC's budget when it 
comes up for consideration 
this Monday, unless its gen¬ 
eral manager Jim Thibert 
has resigned, the pressing 
question is whether or not 
he will be supported by the 
majority of council. 

Town clerk Carolyn Kett 
confirmed on Thursday that 
a closed session meeting 
had been scheduled for 
Monday, relating to the 2013 
EDTC budget presentation. 

On Friday afternoon, it 
was announced the closed 
meeting has been cancelled. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
said he does have an issue 
with some of the things said 
by Thibert during his pre¬ 
sentation on Jan. 15, but 
doesn't feel asking for his 
resignation is the right direc¬ 
tion to take at the _ 

moment. 

"I don't believe at 
this point, that's 
what I'm looking 
for," said Steckley. 

The Ward 3 Coun. 
says that since last 
week, he has 
received numerous 
calls and emails 
from local residents 
who are troubled by 
Thibert saying that 
employment oppor¬ 
tunities go unful¬ 
filled because they 
aren't suited for 
individuals that 
could be considered 
undereducated. 

"Unfortunately, 
that has touched a 
nerve with a lot of 
people in Fort Erie," 
said Steckley. 

The second-term 
councillor says that 
he knows many peo¬ 
ple who do have a 
college or university 


education, that are strug¬ 
gling to land a career in 
Greater Fort Erie. 

"They're struggling to find 
work and from that com¬ 
ment, I'm getting backlash 
from the public," he said. 

Although Steckley does 
feel Thibert made comments 
that could be considered 
inappropriate, he says there 
is too much at stake. The 
Fort Erie Racetrack, the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
and other developments 
that Thibert is so closely 
connected to are far too 
important, in his opinion. 

"We need the EDTC to 
help us and back us on those 
issues," said Steckley. 

"Changing the general 
manager may not be the 
right course." 

Instead, Steckley hopes 
Thibert can deliver a brief 
apology to clear the air. 

"Something simple like 
that would satisfy at least 90 
per cent of the people I've 
talked to." 

Council does not have the 
authority to remove Thibert 
from his job. Such a decision 
can only be handed down by 
the EDTC's board. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul Collard 
also feels that Thibert used 
"inappropriate" language 
when he delivered his EDTC 
budget presentation last 
week, saying that his descrip¬ 
tion of some unemployed 


people in town was offen- 

"That's what I find to be 
the most disturbing, that our 
economic development 
manager would take that 
stance," said Collard. 

The Stevensville council¬ 
lor said he is unsure if trying 
to remove Thibert from his 
position is the right thing to 
do, but leans toward the 
opinion that it isn't. 

"I would have to say at this 
point, I don't think so." 

Collard is also frustrated 
by suggestions he has heard 
that former councillor and 
unsuccessful mayoral candi¬ 
date Anne-Marie Noyes is 
involved, saying he hasn't 
spoken to her since the last 
Hospital Services Advisory 
Committee meeting. 

"That's not the case," he 
said. 

He also said that Thibert 
bringing up council's deci¬ 
sion to terminate director of 
legal services Heather Salter 
in a previous QMI Agency 
story is inappropriate, 
because it has nothing to do 
with this matter. 

"For him to say she was let 
go for no reason... we don't 
need that right now. That's 
not what this is about," said 
Collard. 

A public apology is some¬ 
thing Collard said he could 
live with. 

He concluded by saying 


that council has a right to 
"expect a certain behaviour" 
in the chambers and that he 
doesn't know what will hap¬ 
pen on Monday night. 

"What will come out of it, I 
don't know," said Collard. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
does not think calling for 
Hubert's resignation by vot¬ 
ing against the EDTC's bud¬ 
get is something council 
should be considering. 

"I personally cannot sup¬ 
port this," said Shular. 

"To go ahead with what 
Coun. Lubberts is propos¬ 
ing, is dangerous," added 
the councillor, who is in his 
third term. 

On Jan. 30, Thibert along 
with mayor Doug Martin 
and chamber of commerce 
president Dean Demizio will 
deliver their comments at a 
breakfast event on the state 
of Fort Erie. Shular expects 
Thibert will elaborate fur¬ 
ther on what he said. 

"I think Mr. Thibert will 
take that opportunity to 
clarify his remarks," said 
Shular. 


He continued by saying 
that there is a history of 
some members of council 
and Thibert not seeing eye 
to eye and feels this latest 
issue is an example of it 
coming into play. 

"I think this might be a bit 
of a spill over, which we need 
to separate." 

In conclusion, Shular said 
Thibert has his own style of 
presenting information and 
council should let him con- 

"I don't find any fault with 
it," said Shular. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero said it is Lubberts' 
right to base decisions per¬ 
taining to the budget on 
whatever criteria he feels 
appropriate, but will not be 
supporting his cause. 

"I'll be discussing the 
EDTC budget related to the 
budget, not in the manner in 
which it was presented. 
That's an entirely different 
discussion," said Passero. 

Mayor Doug Martin has 
also said he does not sup¬ 
port the action Lubberts 


plans to take. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill, 
who is the chair of corporate 
services, said that it was not 
his sole responsibility to rule 
Thibert out of order and that 
other members of council 
could have done so. 

Hill said that he also 
received feedback from the 
public about Hubert's com¬ 
ments and as a council rep¬ 
resentative on the EDTC 
board, phoned him on 
Monday to tell him that 
some people were unhappy 
with what he said in a public 

"I had an obligation to do 
that as an EDTC board mem¬ 
ber, to make him aware that 
some residents took excep¬ 
tion to some of the com¬ 
ments he made," said Hill. 

The Ridgeway-Thunder 
Bay councillor would not 
divulge what position he 
may take on this issue and 
said he will wait until the 
conversation unfolds on 
Monday. 

"We'll see how the debate 
goes forward," said Hill.

According to the Canadian 
Institutes of Health Research, Canada has 
the ninth highest rate of bullying in the 
13-year-old category on a scale of 35 
countries. 

Almost 50 per cent of Canadian par¬ 
ents report to having a child that is victim¬ 
ized by bullies. The rate of discrimination 
experienced among students who identify 
as lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans-identified, 
two-spirited, queer or questioning is three 
times higher than bullying involving het¬ 
erosexual youth.

Sometimes I wish I 
could just leave this stuff 
alone and instead write 
about the National Hockey 
League or why it's impor¬ 
tant to donate to local 
charities. 

But Coun. Don Lubberts' 
plan to vote against the 
Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation's budget has 
me chomping at the bit. 

First off, I understand 
where Lubberts is coming 


from and can see why some 
people might have been 
offended by the EDTC gen¬ 
eral manager's comments 
about the local workforce. 

But calling for his resig¬ 
nation, at such a crucial 
time in Fort Erie when the 
Racetrack is so close to 
striking a deal with the 
Ontario government for 
transition funding, to keep 
the 116-year-old oval in 
operation and hundreds of 
people employed, is actu¬ 
ally what should be consid¬ 
ered out of line. 

On Friday morning, I 
received a phone call from 
Ted Mansell, the executive 
vice-president of the union 
that represents employees 
at the Fort Erie Racetrack 
and getting straight to the 
point, he is not impressed. 

As many of our readers 
already know, Jim Thibert 


is the chief executive offi¬ 
cer of the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium, the 
group that has been oper¬ 
ating the Racetrack for the 
last three seasons and has 
been fighting to keep it 
open in 2013. 

As a deal could be struck 
"any day now," according 
to Mansell, he said right 
now is not the time to call 
for Thibert's head. 

"You could not send a 
worse message to the pro¬ 
vincial funders," said 
Mansell. 

"This is probably the 
most sensitive negotiations 
this Racetrack will ever be 
a part of, in terms of surviv¬ 
ing into the future," he 
added. 

I spoke to every member 
of council about this mat¬ 
ter and I'm not 100 per cent 
sure how things will unfold 


on Monday, but hopefully 
personal opinions of 
Thibert will be set aside 
and if the EDTC's budget is 
not approved based on the 
language Thibert used in 
his presentation last week, 
this town will be turned 
upside down and local 
political junkies are going 
to go absolutely berserk. 

Councillor Steckley said 
he was offended by some of 
the comments, but also 
said there is too much at 
stake that Thibert is 
involved in. He also said a 
public apology is some¬ 
thing he could live with 
and so did Paul Collard.

Council gets update on pre-clearance plan at Peace Bridge 


Staging trucks 
would not be 
necessary if 12 
new booths are 
built on 
Canadian side 
ofborder

It's possible that in the 
near future, commercial 
vehicles entering the U.S. 
will have to go through pre¬ 
clearance on the Canadian 
side of the border. 

The Buffalo and Fort Erie 
Public Bridge Authority 
(PBA)'s general manager, 
Ron Rienas, made a delega¬ 
tion at Monday's regular 
council meeting, as the 
result of a request made by 
Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
several months ago, to pro¬ 
vide council with an update 
on shared border issues. 

In 2007 and 2009, the idea 
of shared border manage¬ 
ment was discussed between 
both federal governments 
and each time it was deter¬ 


mined that allowing armed 
U.S. customs officers to con¬ 
duct primary and secondary 
inspections on Canadian 
soil, violated the Canadian 
Charter of Rights. 

Rienas said "a lot of time 
and effort" went into the 
idea through high-level con¬ 
versations, but ultimately it 
did not go beyond that. 

In 2011, the Beyond the 
Border program was formed, 
a plan between Canada and 
the U.S. to address efficien¬ 
cies at border crossings. 

As part of this plan, the 
PBA is now considering the 
construction of 12 booths 
on the current staging area 
on the Canadian side of the 
Peace Bridge to loosen traf¬ 
fic congestion related to 
commercial vehicles. 

It would also create more 
room for cars to cross the 
border in a more timely 
fashion, being faced with 
less traffic because it would 
open up the lane that is cur¬ 
rently used for truck queu¬ 
ing most of the time. 

Rienas said the re-config- 
uration means trucks would 
go through primary inspec-

don in Canada and file nec¬ 
essary paperwork, before 
heading to the U.S. for sec¬ 
ondary inspection, if 
deemed necessary. 

"All of the enforcement 
activity would remain on 
the U.S. side," said Rienas. 

Currently, 10 per cent of 
all commercial vehicles are 
referred to secondary 
inspection at the Peace 
Bridge. 

He said both governments 
were hoping to have a plan 
in place by the end of 2012 
but that date has come and 
gone. 

Instead, there will be a 


two-phase pilot project with 
the first test of the program 
taking place between the 
crossing at Washington state 
and British Columbia. 

He estimates this trial run 
would last about six months, 
before a second pilot project 
would be set up at the Peace 
Bridge. 

This would run for about 
18 months with two booths 
being set up. 

It would serve as a test for 
the necessary technology 
that would be incorporated 
if the reconfiguration were 
to become a reality. 

To build and place all 12 
booths and make reconfigu¬ 
rations to the Canadian 
plaza, Rienas said the over¬ 
all cost would be around $25 
million. 

"We don't want to build 
something and find out it 
doesn't work," said Rienas 
about why it is important to 
start with a pilot project. 

Currently, there are seven 
commercial booths on the 
U.S. side. 

The PBA's general man¬ 
ager also said these improve¬ 
ments would eliminate the 


need for a staging area, 
which is good for the envi¬ 
ronment because trucks 
would not have to idle for 
long periods of time the way 
they do now. 

"Our objective is to get 
trucks moving through as 
quickly as possible," he 
said. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
asked if these improvements 
would require the PBA to 
purchase any additional 

Rienas said it would not. 

"There isn't one square 
inch of property required to 
make this proposal," said 
Rienas. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
asked Rienas if this proposal 
has any connection to the 
PBA's intention to make 
improvements to the U.S. 

Rienas said they are two 
separate projects. 

"This can happen inde¬ 
pendently," said Rienas. 

The project on the 
American side is expected 
to get started in October of 
this year and cost about $45 
million.

Judy Learn, president of St.

They provided families 
with a full turkey or ham 
meal as well as toys and gifts. 

"The community has been 
absolutely amazing, people 
in the community, business¬ 
es and parish members were 
all very generous.”

"It was our best year for 
donations. The area schools 
had food drives and the three 
local fire departments of 
Crystal Beach, Ridgeway and 
Stevensville held food drives 
as well,” she said.

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New fire station will serve as a centrepiece for the community

Two fire stations will be 
out of their aging buildings 
and into a brand new facility 
by March, says Fort Erie Fire 
Department (FEFD) chief 
Larry Coplen. 

Ground was broken back 
in June on the Central 
Avenue fire station and 
since then, about 95 per 
cent of the work has been 
completed. 

Details such as landscap¬ 
ing and a second coat of 
asphalt on the parking lot 
are some of the minor 
details that will be complet¬ 
ed in Spring. 

Inside, fire service tech¬ 
nology like dispatch print¬ 
ers still need to be installed 
and racks for bunker gear 
have yet to be mounted. 

A small fire-themed 
museum will also be added 
to the finished product upon 
official completion. 

The next big step, accord¬ 
ing to Coplen, is moving all 


the necessary equipment 
from both halls on Bertie 
and Jarvis Streets into the 
new facility that has a price 
tag just under $4 million, 
funded entirely by the 
municipality. 

"Our goal is to start mov¬ 
ing things in next week," 
said Coplen. 

The FEFD has been push¬ 
ing for a new facility since 
the last term of council, say¬ 
ing that stations one and 
two were not in good enough 
shape to allow both fire 
companies to operate effec¬ 
tively and efficiently. 

Coplen says the new 
building, that will merge 
stations one and two under 
one roof, is the solution. 

"Now, our firefighters will 
have a modem facility with 
all the needed safety stan¬ 
dards," said Coplen. 

Not only will the new hall 
allow the FEFD to perform 
more effectively in wards 
one and two, it will also 
serve as a social venue for 
local residents and organi¬ 


zations, including the 
FEFD. 

"It will be a centrepiece 
for the community," said 

Although the new build¬ 
ing on Central Avenue is 
being embraced with plenty 
of positivity from the FEFD, 
it was still met with some 
opposition from the com¬ 
munity. 

It sits in front of the Fort 
Erie Historical Railroad 
Museum and some concern 
has been expressed about it 
towering over the local loco¬ 
motive shrine. 

But Coplen said the 
museum has been the ben¬ 
eficiary of many benefits 
because of the new station. 

Utility works with sewers, 
a new and improved park¬ 
ing area, enhanced security 
and lighting and even an 
approach taken by the proj¬ 
ect's architects to compli¬ 
ment the nearby museum 
by giving it a historic look, 
are all measures that were 


"I agree the view is 
blocked, but there is also a 
whole pile of benefits," said 

Chris Greaves is the dis¬ 
trict chief for both fire com¬ 
panies that will be moving 
into their new home in 
March. 

He says there is plenty of 
enthusiasm within the FEFD 
about the hall's completion. 

"It's going to be an excit¬ 


ing adventure, everyone is 
pumped," said Greaves, who 
has been a local firefighter 
for 18 years. 

Since both fire companies 
have amalgamated, Greaves 
says that even at training 
sessions it is evident that 
forming one team under 
one roof will pay off. 

"We're learning a lot from 
each other," he said. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 


Passero said the new hall is 
going to be a great addition 
to the area he represents 
and that many people will 
be a part of the benefits... 
not just the fire depart- 

"Making it a community 
gathering place was the 
intention all along," he 
said. 

With the railroad muse¬ 
um and Sugarbowl Park 
both being so close, he said 
the nearby sites will compli¬ 
ment one another. 

"That really was our focus, 
to tie all three of those spac¬ 
es together." 

As the new hall nears 
completion, the Town of 
Fort Erie is also working on 
what to do with the halls on 
Bertie and Jarvis Streets, 
which will be taken out of 
operation. 

It is expected that station 
one on Bertie Street will be 
re-zoned for residential use 
and station two on Jarvis 
will be turned into a com¬ 
mercial property. 

Station one was built in 
1949 and used as a firehall 
from day one. 

On Jarvis Street, station 
two became an asset of the 
fire department in the 1950's 
and was formerly the 
municipality's waterworks 
building.

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Local teens use talent to combat bullying 


Justin Preston and Carina Frammartino unite over their pas¬ 
sion for putting an end to bullying.

Fort Erie teen Justin 
Preston let three hateful 
words affect his whole life. 

"I was bullied for a really 
long time,” said Preston. 

Instead of being crushed 
by the hurtful words, Preston 
stood tall and continued to 
wear his smile. It was when 
15-year-old Jamie Hubley 
took his own life that Preston 
felt that he had to do some¬ 
thing to help. Hubley was an 
openly gay male who attend¬ 
ed an Ottawa area school. 

“I felt so much anger after 
Jamie took his own life, I 
knew I couldn’t stay quiet 
anymore.” 

Preston started up a 
Facebook page two years ago 
called Rise Against Bullying, 
and what he didn’t know 
then was that he would soon 
become an inspiration and a 
beacon of hope for others 
who were going through the 
same thing. 

"I have a passion for men¬ 
tal health issues, helping 
people is what I believe in," 
he said. Preston will be 
attending college to become 
a child and youth worker. 

His page focuses on stories 
of bullying from all over the 
world, as well as people’s 
personal stories of struggle 
and triumph and inspira¬ 
tional messages. He also 
offers his time to lend an ear 
to people who need to talk. 

“I'm there for them, I 
spend my life on the com¬ 
puter talking to people with 
issues. I let them come to 
me. I want to show my true 
colours and let them know 
that someone does care," he 

Through his passion of 
spreading the anti-bullying 
message he met Carina 
Frammartino, who is also a 
local Fort Erie teen. 

“I always saw Carina 
around in Crystal Beach, but 
she always had her head¬ 
phones in and didn’t really 
talk to anyone,” he recalled. 

He stumbled across her 
video on YouTube and 
became ‘obsessed’ with her 
song. 

"I kept playing the song 
over and over," he said of her 
single Makes Me Feel Better. 

Frammartino knew who 
Preston was as well, but 
hadn’t spoken to him prior 
to that. 

“I knew he was popular, he 


had a lot of friends. When he 
sent me a message and told 
me he loved my song I was 
happy that he noticed me,” 
said Carina. 

Frammartino and Preston, 
both 19, bonded over their 
passion to stop bullying and 
have since become close 
friends. 

“Together we can make a 
difference. Too many kids 
are taking their own lives. 
Technology is making things 
worse, there’s so much 
Internet bullying. When kids 
are bullied they often devel¬ 
op depression/anxiety and 
isolate themselves,” she said. 

It’s the isolation that 
becomes dangerous. Preston 
hid his depression and 
thoughts of taking his own 
life from everyone. 

“My family had no idea. I 
led on like everything was 
OK,” he said. He reached out 
for help by calling the Kids 
Help Phone, but he didn’t 
want anyone to know. 

“Kids are getting bullied 
for being gay, overweight or 


having a disability. There’s 
bullying everywhere. Kids 
are brutal. As a community 
we need to rise up and show 
that this isn’t acceptable,” he 

Frammartino said a lot of 
the problem is that people 
are afraid to stand up. 

"If you stand up for some¬ 
one who is being bullied, 
you will become a victim 
too. Everyone is trying so 
hard to fit in and not be bul¬ 
lied that no one is stopping 
it," she said. 

Frammartino’s mom, 
Sonya, said that bullying and 
a child taking their own life 
is every parent's worst night¬ 
mare, yet it’s something 
that’s not addressed 
enough. 

“You have to be aware of 
the warning signs in your 
children,” she said. 

"There is a lot of gay bash¬ 
ing going on and people are 
killing themselves. Bullying 
should not be accepted,” 
said Frammartino. 

While Preston was able to

rise above his bullies and 
enjoy a great final year of 
high school, some people 
aren’t as fortunate, opting to 
take their own lives or drop 
out of school. 

"I’m just a Fort Erie kid 
who shared his story. People 
told me that I should have 
ended my life,” he said. 

Now people are looking to 
him for support 

"People have thanked him 
for saving their lives,” said 

Frammartino is working 
on a new single, which will 
also be about bullying. 
Because music is a universal 
language it has the ability to 
speak to a large audience, 
Frammartino hopes that her 
songs will reach out to peo¬ 


ple who are struggling and 
give them hope. 

Frammartino has come a 
long way to find the confi¬ 
dence to sing. Her mom 
knew she had the talent at a 
young age, but was waiting 
for her to be ready. 

“When I write a song I 
write it so it’s catchy, original 
and so people can feel at 
home with the song. 
Everyone can relate to 
music,” she said. 

Frammartino’s single can 
be found on iTunes and she 
also has a CD, which sells for 
$2.50. 

Preston has bracelets for 
sale for $2.50, with all the 
proceeds going towards 
more bracelets and anti-bul- 
lying T-shirts. 


He is working on getting a 
youth concert together fea¬ 
turing local talent, to help 
support Rise Against 
Bullying. 

Though his website isn’t 
about raising money, any 
funds that are donated are 
appreciated to help with the 
costs of the T-shirts/brace¬ 
lets and events that he hopes 
to be able to host in the 

Frammartino will be per¬ 
forming at Trailside Bar and 
Grill in Ridgeway, Jan. 29 at 
6:30 p.m. 

Preston’s video of his story 
can be found on YouTube, as 
can Frammartino’s single. 

“Strength comes in num¬ 
bers. This needs to stop," said 
Preston.
